WILSON WAS RIGHT. 


President Wilson’s opponents never 
wearied of criticizing 
him 
severely 
for interviewing the League Covenant 
into the Peace Treaty. They declared 
that the two 
things 
ought 
to have 
been kept entirely separate and that 
the Peace 
Conference 
should first 
have established peace by drawing up 
a treaty 
promptly, 
leaving 
until a 
more convenient season the matter of 
an 
international 
organization 
or 
league. 
They blamed him for delay­ 
ing the consummation of peace by in­ 
sisting on the 
incorporation 
of the 
League Covenant in the Treaty itself; 
and finally they blamed him for the 
defeat of the Treaty by the senate be­ 
cause, they said, if the Covenant had 
not been made a part of the Treaty, 
the Treaty would have been ratified. 
Many honest 
and 
sincere people 
agreed, in part at any rate, with this 
criticism of the president. 
Slowly, gradually, but with almost 
mathematical 
precision 
events have 
been vindicating 
the 
course of Mr. 
Wilson with 
regard 
to most of the 
great questions 
raised 
by the war. 
They are now in process of proving 
that he was exactly right when he in­ 
corporated the 
League 
Covenant in 
the Treaty 
as an absolute 
essential 
part of it. 
President Harding 
has 
intimated 
that he may call an international con­ 
ference to discuss reduction of arma­ 
ment. 
He has not issued the call yet; 
he has merely 
suggested 
that he is 
thinking of issuing such a call. 
Im­ 
mediately all sorts of obstacles arise. 
Japan scents an 
Anglo-Saxon 
con­ 
spiracy. She fears that her special in­ 
terests in the Far East will be denied. 
France, though endorsing the Hard­ 
ing suggestion, hints very plainly that 
it is useless to talk about reducing her 
military armament. 
Political groups 
in the senate, which committed them­ 
selves for political purposes against a 
policy of cooperation with the other 
nations, are 
already 
preparing to 
knife Mr. Harding’s program if it con­ 
tains the provisions which it must con­ 
tain if it is to amount to anything. Be­ 
fore the nations have been brought to­ 
gether around the table, before the 
formal call for 
the 
conference has 
even been issued, so many objections 
and difficulties and reservations are 
adduced that the outcome is already 
jeopardized and 
it 
grows doubtful 
whether the conference will be held 
at all. 
Herein we see the beginning of the 
vindication of Mr. Wilson’s course. He 
believed, when he went to the Peace 
Conference, that it was a case of “now’ 
or never.” 
He believed that if an in­ 
ternational organization was ever to 
be established, it must be established 
then. 
He feared«that if that opportu­ 
nity were allowed to pass, it would 
never come again. 
He feared that if 
the war were liquidated and peace es­ 
tablished without the simultaneous es­ 
tablishment of 
an 
international or­ 
ganization or league, it would be im­ 
possible to bring the nations together 
again for the carrying out of the lat­ 
ter project. 
He feared that even if 
they could be brought together, new 


situations, new’ problems, new’ oppor­ 
tunities for advancement arising out 
of the w’ar, would prevent them from 
agreeing upon an 
unselfish, liberal 
program under which 
each 
w’ould 
have to make certain sacrifices for the 
good of all. In short, he believed that 
there would never be a “more conven­ 
ient season,” 
and 
that if the things 
were not done at once as an essential 
part of the 
liquidation 
of the war, 
there was grave danger that it wrould 
never be done at all. 
He was right 
and 
events are al­ 
ready proving that he wTas right. The 
difficulties which are already looming 
up in front of the Harding conference 
plan are only the advance guard. The 
most serious difficulties are still to 
arise, and they probably will not come 
into plain view until after the con­ 
ference meets. 
It will probably meet, 
but what it will 
accomplish nobody 
knows. The United States is not now’, 
as it wTas at the Paris Peace Confer­ 
ence, able to bring irresistible pres­ 
sure to bear ypon the other nations 
for the adoption 
of a truly 
liberal 
and enlightened program. 
The Unit­ 
ed States itself is not now, as it was 
then, practically a unit in favor of a 
liberal and enlightened program. The 
enemies of Mr. Wilson, in their un­ 
scrupulous campaign against the pol­ 
icy which he proposed, so bewildered 
and deceived the American people 
with their misrepresentations that a 
virtually unanimous sentiment in fa­ 
vor of cooperation with the other na­ 
tions no longer exists. 
Perhaps the 
most serious obstacles to the success 
of the Harding 
plan 
are 
obstacles 
right here in this country— obstacles 
which were 
deliberately 
created in 
the minds of the American people by 
the enemies of Woodrow Wilson in or­ 
der to defeat his plan abd achieve his 
political destruction. 
It is the duty of us all to do what 
we can to help make President Har­ 
ding’s 
great 
undertaking a success, 
and that duty becomes all the more 
imperative as the difficulties of the 
undertaking are seen to multiply. But 
those wrho supported former President 
Wilson in his glorious though unsuc­ 
cessful effort are not compelled to 
listen without protest when this un­ 
dertaking of President Harding’s is 
made the occasion 
for 
shallow and 
distorted criticism of the course which 
Mr. Wilson adopted. 
All that has happened so far in re­ 
gard to President Harding’s undertak­ 
ing merely goes to 
show that the 
course which Mr. Wilson adopted was 
the right course. 
It wrould have led 
on to complete success and to incal­ 
culable benefits to humanity if a poli­ 
tical conspiracy almost 
unparalleled 
in history had not blocked the way.
